2. Moisture abounds in the atmosphere 
during the hottest months, and it is absorbed 
and retained most abundantly by a soil which 
is in tile most friable state. 
Prof. Schluber 
found that 1,000 grains of stiff clay absorbed 
in twenty-four hours only thirty-six graius of 
moisture from the air; whilst garden mold 
absorbed forty-five grains; and fine magnesia 
seventy-six grains. 
It. Tlien, again, pulverizing the soil enables 
it better to retain the moisture absorbed. 
4. The soil, in order to be healthy and 
active, most breathe. 
A light porous soil 
admits the air, and thus it is fed and greatly 
invigorated by tho atmosphere. 
5. The sun’s rays heat a hard soil much 
quicker than a loose one. and tho hotter the 
soil is, so much greater will be the e v alu a ­ 
tion from it. 
So that the hard soil is de­ 
prived of its moisture much sooner than on# 
of a loose texture. 
C. The roots of plants can find their way 
through a moist, loos* soil, In search of food, 
much better than they can through a hard, 
dry soil. 
7. A soil that bas been ploughed well and 
then kept loos# near the surface by th* action 
of the hoe, will receive and hold the rain 
water that falls, while a hard soil will allow 
most of it to run oil into tile valleys and 
streams as it falls. 
An English gardener, Mr. Barnes, of Devon- 
-hiro, in giving his opinion of tile importance 
of hoeing, said he “ did not agree with those 
who say one good wooding Is worth two hoe­ 
ing.; I say never weed any crop in which the 
hoe can bo got between the plants, not so 
much for the sake of destroying Hie weeds 
and vermin, which must necessarily be the 
case if the hoeing Ic dene well, as for in­ 
creasing the porosity of the soil, to allow the 
water uud air to penetrate freely through it.” 
Ile adds: “ I am well convinced, by long and 
close practice, that ofteutimes tbcre is more 
benefit derived by crops from keeping them 
well boo*], than there is from the manure ap- 
piled. 
Woods or no weeds, I still keep stir­ 
ring Hie soil, well knowing, from practice, 
the very beneficial cfleet it bas."

Too many persona who use the hoe suppose 
that the chief benefit derived from It is to 
kill the weeds. That certainly is an import­ 
ant work, and which is greatly neglected. 
Weeds are not only in the way of cultivating 
the crops which we plant, but they rob them 
of much of the nutriment which they need. 
Hoeing, then, is an essential service in re­ 
spect to destroying the weeds. 
There arc other advantages, however, 
which are quite commonly overlooked. Let 
us see. 
1. The loosening of the soil iu the opera­ 
tion of hoeing is beneficial to the plants; us 
much as the destruction of the weeds or moro 
so.2. Moisture abounds in the atmosphcro 
during the hottest months, and it is absorbed 
and retained most abundantly by a soil which 
is in the most friable state. Prof. Sclduber 
found that 1,000 grains of stifi clay absorbed 
in twenty-four hours only thirty-six grains of 
moisture from the air; whilst garden mold 
absorbed forty-five grains; and fine magnesia 
seventy-six grains. 
S. Then, again, pulverizing the «oil enables 
it better to retain the moisture absorbed. 
4. The soil, in order to be healthy and 
active, must breathe. A light porous soil 
admits the air, and thus it is fed and greatly 
invigorated by the atmosphere. 
5. Tho sun’s rays heat a hard soil much 
quicker than a loose one, and tho hotter the 
soil is, so much greater will be the evapora­ 
tion from it. So that the hard soil is de­ 
prived of its moisture much sooner than ona 
of a loose texture. 
C. The roots of plants can find their way 
through a moist, loose soil, in soarch of food, 
much better than they can through u hard, 
dry soil. 
7. A soil that has been ploughed well and 
then kept loose near the surface by the action 
of the hoe, will receive and hold the rain 
water that falls, while a hard soil will allow 
most of it to run oil into the valleys and 
streams as it falls. 
An English gardener, Mr. Barnes, of Devon­ 
shire, in giving Ids opinion of the importance 
of hoeing, said he “ did not agree with those 
who say one good weeding is worth two hoe- 
¡ngí; I say never weed any crop in which the 
hoe can be got between the plants, not so 
much for the sake of destroying the weeds 
and vermin, which must necessarily be the 
case if the lioehig Lc d#ue well, as for in­ 
creasing the porosity of the soil, to allow the 
water and air to penetrate freely through it.” 
lie adds: “ 1 am well convinced, by long and 
close practice, that oftentimes there is more 
benefit derived by crops from keeping them 
well hoed, than there is from the manure ap­ 
plied. Weeds or no weeds, I still keep stir­ 
ring tlio soil, well knowing, from practice, 
the very beneficial ofloct it has.”

The Pope's Illness. 
Pius IX. has nearly attained the traditional 
“ years of St. Peter,” having occupied the 
papal chair longer than oither of his prcde 
cessors. And upon the whole his rule has 
been as illustrious as it has beeu protracted 
lie has not won all his battles nor come out 
with honor from all bis controversies, yet none 
of those who have worn the tiara before him 
stand in that respect higher than he. The 
Pope’s present illness is one of a series of at 
tacks covering a short period of time, each 
return of which has excited wide and various 
comment on tUo rostrum and in the press 
Aud us his certain eud approaches, until the 
remotest possible moment of its occurrence 
cannot reasonably bo placed far away iu our 
calculations, the questions which are connect 
ed with it increase in interest to Europe and 
to the world. That so great a vacancy as the 
death of Pius IX. will create among the con 
ceded powers of Europe, can do otherwise 
than demand a more or less extensive read 
just men t of important affairs, is not to be be 
licved. Although the Papal temporal power 
is nominally destroyed in Italy, it is not ab 
surd to imagine that a young, ambitious and 
able successor to the feeble'man now lapsin 
into the grave, might endanger Victor Em 
manuel’s hold upon his Kingdom. Much more 
wonderful things than that would bo are re 
corded in the complex and contradictory 
history of the old countries. On the other 
hand, a possibility still greater is that the 
Protestant natious of the continent now known 
to be unfriendly to the papal influence within 
their borders, might seize the opportunity 
allorded by a stormy interregnum at Rome 
to pluck it up at the spot where its very tap­ 
root clings to the earth. 
To say that no 
agreement to do this is to be looked for among 
the Protestant powers, is to declare what at 
least is not self-evident beside having the foice 
of precedent against it. Germany, Switzer­ 
land and Austria, to say nothiug of England 
would harmonize well in such a contest and 
require no weightier excuse than they have 
for former wars, to attempt the spoliation of 
the papal ecclesiastical system. Speculation 
aside, the health of the Pope is of deep con­ 
cern to millions more than bow around the 
high altar of St. Peter’s.

No master is so merciless as 
he who has once been a slave—trouble teaches 
revenge oftener than it inspires forgiveness. 
To have lived in a convict’s cell may be the 
making of a philanthropist, but is much more 
likely to produce in the freed criminal the 
stud of an Andersonville Wirz. In the pro- 
ress of centuries men will slowly learn that 
“ liberty” is a miserable swindle when it lias 
to be baptized with injustice, defended by 
sophistry and kept quiet with a daily dinner 
of the bodies of those it hates and fears— 
Bourbon domination in France was bad, but 
the Commuue was worse. To have our 
thoughts narcotized and our lips locked by a 
church which assumes to do our thinking and 
believing for us, is depressing enough and 
should be rebelled against with all our might; 
but to attempt the same practice on our old 
enemies when we get strong and they grow 
weak, is not a whit nobler or more profitable. 
A Methodist lias no more right to ridicule and 
assail the Roman Catholic for praying before 
his crucifix than the Inquisition had to perse­ 
cute the Huguenots or the Jews for refusing 
to do it. Aud so the principle universally ap 
plies itself. Neither were the Boston brewers 
right in saying that ttiat because whiskey 
makes men drunk beer is harmless as a dove; 
for it isn’t so.

down the telegraph poles and did other dam­ 
age. The trains are running on time now, 
however. 
Falliug of a Bridge and Sinking; of 
Canal Beat*. 
T roy, June 7.—A heavy storm of thunder, 
ginning and rain visited this place this af­ 
ternoon. During its continuance a span of 
the new iron bridge across the Hudson to 
West Troy was either blown down or struck 
by lightning, and falling into the river sunk 
four canal boats lying at the dock under it. 
There were fifteen persons in the boats, all of 
whom are supposed to have escaped. The 
boats were loaded with iron ore. 
The span 
of the bridge was 240 feet long and the loss is 
$40,000. 
Tw entySeven Persona Said to Have 
Been Drowned, 
U tica, June 7.—It is reported here that 
twenty persons were drowned while sailing 
aud fishing in Oneida Lake to-day, and seven 
persous in Onondaga Lake. 
One of the most terrifying storms ever 
known has prevailed in this vicinity this 
afternoou aud evening. The telegraph wires 
are down between here and Syracuse. 
S yracuse, May 7.— Duriug the heavy tbun 
der-storm yesterday a large number cf build­ 
ings were unroofed, chimneys blown down 
and trees uprooted. The storm on Onondaga 
Like was terrible. It is reported several 
lives were lost. A party of six men were out 
iu the sail boat Challenge, wlieu, seeing 
the storm coming, they attempted to go 
ashore, bat the wind struck them and 
their sails were torn into shreds. 
They 
were soon after capsized when about a quar­ 
ter of a mile from shore, but successfully 
landed after some effort. This same party say 
they saw a boat containing an old man aud 
two young ladies capsize. The ladies have 
not been heard from. A young man is also 
drowned. 
A number of boats have been 
picked up empty on the west shore of the 
lake, aud the probability is that there are 
more lives lost. 
A Wester» Tow 11 iu It ulus. 
T ampico, Whiteside Co., III., Juuo 7.—A 
terrible tornado passed over this village last 
night, making a complete wreck ot it. No lives 
were lost, although a number of persous were 
injured— several 
seriously. 
Twenty-oue 
dwellings were totally destroyed, and every 
houso received more or less damage. 
Two 
elevators, one containing about 12,000 bush 
els of grain and lliq .other about 500 bushels 
were demolished. The depot of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad was badly 
damaged. The most serious casualties were 
Mrs. J. G. Gates, a leg broken in two places 
Maria Baines, jaw broken aud dangerously 
injured ou the head, recovery doubtful; Mis 
Gate, seriously bruised; Mrs. Pearsoll, bad 
ly injured; Mr. Gale, shoulder broken; Gran 
vilie Connor, badly hurt about the head; Mr. 
J. G. Gates, bruised dangerously, 
number of others' were injured, but not 
seriously. The amount of damage done 
cannot be estimated. The people are busily 
engaged gathering remnants. The tornado 
struck the village at ten minutes past eleven 
and was accompanied by rain, thunder and 
lightning and lasted but a few minutes, 
special traiu furnished by the railroad authori 
ties brought physicians from Meudota 
assist in caring for the wounded. There are 


110 reports a3 yet of damage being done to the 
surrounding country.

J. R. Stevens, who has been but a short time 
iu the city, as her attorney. Oue respectablo 
lawyer was requested to commence the suits 
but paid to himself a commendable tribute of 
respect by declining. 
—The wisdom of permitting railways to be 
taxed by the several counties througli which 
they pass has often been much questioned, 
especially in the West, and a good deal of 
litigation, as well as legislation has been had 
ou the subject. But if the law really opens 
such a loophole as tho Chicago Inter Ocean 
says is used for the escape of the Southeastern 
road of Illinois from its legitimate taxation, 
the sooner it be abolished, or altered so as to 
secure its object, the better. This road, it 
says, is assessed about $5,000 a year in Wash­ 
ington county, but ha» for several years de­ 
clined to pay the taxes, “ because it is believed 
that no one would buy a piece of railway if 
sold.” If this means that an execution would 
lie only against that part of the road which 
traverses the county obtaining a judgment, 
then the public creditor is in a worse position 
than a private creditor; aud it ought not to 
take a civilized community several years to 
find it out aud provide a remedy.

Mr. Parker then stated that he had been in 
communication with the State Assessors in 
regard to assessing property at its full value; 
that they had ordered a eonventiou of the Su­ 
pervisors and Assessors to be held in this 
county at a day not later than June 6lh. The 
notice had only been received on Saturday, 
May JOtli, and inasmuch as the mails only- 
arrived in many towns twice in eaeh week, it 
was necessary to have the convention on this 
the last day in order to have a full represen­ 
tation of towns. 
Mr. Mellon suggested that those present and 
iuleresled in this matter, especially old Asses­ 
sors, give their opinion in regard to assessing 
property, both real and personal, either at its 
full value, or iu any other manner they had 
heretofore been in the habit of assessing. 
A general discussion was then entered into; 
some of the assessors claiming they had nearly 
completed their rolls, uud could not rc-asscss 
by July 1st, the time when the rolls are to be 
completed, for review, while others said they 
had done little or nothing in the m atter, hav­ 
ing delayed it, expecting a change in the 
manner of assessment. 
All seemed iu favor 
of assessing property, both real and personal, 
at its full value. 
The following resolution, offered by Mr. 
Elmeudorf of Hurley, and amended by Mr. 
Mellon, so as to read as follows, was unani­ 
mously adopted: 
Iiésolvcd, That it is the opinion of the Board 
of Supervisors and Assessors of Ulster comity 
that all property, both real and personal, 
should be assessed at its full and true value. 
Mr. Mellon moved that inasmuch as an 
opinion had been arrived at, according to the 
State Assessor’s call, the Convention should 
adjourn. 
Carried. 


It seems quite a number of the assessors 
were of the opinion that the Convention was 
called to change the manuer of assessing 
property this year. 
This was a mistake, as it 
was only to ascertain the opinion of the Super­ 
visors and Assessors in regard to assessing 
property at its full value. 
Sixteen counties 
concur in this respect, and Ulster county 
makes seventeen.

The Montgomery correspondent of the Mid­ 
dletown Pres3 writes that a young woman, a 
member er the Reformed Clmrch, has had a 
marriage certificate for over two years, but 
the legitimacy of her child was questioned, as 
the young man whom she claimed to be her 
husband utterly failed to make an appearance, 
and his friends asserted that he had not been 
married.
